Hew American Money Built Two Japa¬ 
nese School Ilouaea. 

On a small island in tho extreme south 
ot tbs island empire of Japan, where a 
few thousand simple peasants and fish¬ 
ermen live in great isolation, are two 
grstty little villages, and in them are 
two school houses with a pleasing and 
romantic history. They represent un¬ 
selfish kindness, gratitude, international 
good will, a missionary spirit and prac¬ 
tical sense in its manifestation. 

In September, 1885, the American bark 
Casjunere was wrecked in a cyclone 
some 200 miles off the Japanese coast. 
Seven sailors in the only ship’s boat that 
was saved reached this island after great 
suffering, while three sailors and the 
captain's little son remained on the 
wreck. It drifted so near the coast that 
they escaped on a raft and got to a vil-
